It la true, hut the farmer wIh> Is 
careltos In hit plowing Is likely to be 
careless In ererythlng else. 

If the plowing la done In the fall It 
does not matter so ninrh whetlKW It 
turns up cloddy or not. The bard 
frecies of winter are the best pulver- 
liers that ever tore a clod to pieces. 
This Is one of the advantages of fall 
without force'plowing. One of tbe disadvantages Is 
Ih.at In an open whiter tbe soil is lia¬ 
ble to wash badly.

If you sill I'Ut one ronier of a slice 
i>f hmad In u dish of water you sill 
notice that It liecomoa wet for a con- 
Blderalilc distance aluve the surface 
of the waltT. This Is caused by the 
iiiolsinrc lion Ing uiiward through the 
little boles In the bread. The force 
that causes water to rise In n amalt 
tulw Is called capillarity. It Is this 
ca|iillarlty that makes tho wat(>r rise 
from tbe subsoil up to the surface 
where the issila can use It. The 
smaljcr tboi capillary lubes tlie faster 
and higher tbe water will rise. 

Wbcii tbe ground la plowed Ibeae 
capillary tulies are broken up, and tbe 
rise of water Is cb<M’k(*l. To start it 
again the soil must l>e allowi-d to si'ttle 
for a long lime or else lie workiM down 
with the disk, h.nrrow or roller. In the 
fall tho depth of plowing does not mat¬ 
ter. since the furrow slice will have all 
wirtler In which to sel'le. lint In the 
spring this caplll.irlty must l<e reslrrcd 
almost at once or tbe surface layer 
will lioconie so dry that gcrmiiiutlon 
and later growth will be ch(H'k(<d. 
lienee tlie liuptirtance of shallow plow¬ 
ing, ao as to naluce the lalsir of disk¬ 
ing and harrowing. If the surface of 
the ground Is crusli-d or If there U 
much trash to be turned under tbe 
field should lie di-kisl iK'fon' It Is 
plovred.
